Although the isthmian canal project '^ "^j1,1^.^ 


has not yet emerged from the stage of j ^^oj^jj 
diplomatic obstnictiou, it is not too 
soon to begin accustoming tbe public 
mind to correct ideas oa the methods of 
finauclng i.t. Already'there is talk of 
the rate.of .Interest at which the money 
to build Jt can be-botToweti, as if any 
bond issue were necessary. 


The construction of tlie canal will 


take about ten years and cost about 
$200,000,000. In that time bonds to the 
amount of about $400,000,000 will fall 
due and bo paid oft'. It would be a bril- 
liant anuncinl operation, would It not, 
to issue $200,000,000 of new bonds 
while we were paying off .?400,0(X),000 
of old ones? 


To build the canal will cost about 


$20,OCO,000.-.a year for ten years. If our 
finances are prudently managed, there 
will be no reason why we should cot 
pay that out of current revenues and 
have enough left to take care of our 
outstanding bonds as they mature. But 
If there should be any shortage at any 
time all we should have to -do would be 
to extend the old bonds at tlie pleasure 
of the government at 2 per cent and 
call them in when we got ready.

before maturity n.t over 113 to get the 
money in tbe treasury into eircaslation. 
If he could use it for canal digging un- 
til the bonds matured, he -woulcl be in 
a considerably more comfortable posi- 
tion.

The late 
William M. Evarts was 


noted for the length of his sentences 
and the length of his speeches. Prob- 
ably one of the two greatest triumphs 
of his qarcer was ULs successful defense 
of Andrew Johnson in the great im- 
peachment trlnl, Johnson entered the 
White House as a war democrat, sup- 
ported by the Republican party. 
He 


had not been in office many months 
twfore ha was accused by a certain fac- 
tion of the Republicans c>C "Johnsonlz- 
ing" the party, .o{ using It as a tool to 
benefit the democracy, and this led to 
the attempt to .Impeach the president. 
MBr. Evarts felt that the whole pro- 
ceedings were dangerously partisan, as 
well as unjust, and he devoted all his 
powers to defending the president. His 
closing argument lasted four days, -with 
a, sitting of ten hours each day. This 
speech fairly bristled Tvith epigrams, 
:At one .time he 
exclaimed, turning 


.scornfully 
to the 
managers . of the 


impeachment: _. "My client, the presi- 
dent, merely sought to make an ad 
Interim 'membef of .his cabinet, whila 
you are seeking to make an ad interim 
president1." 'Johnson's admiration, no 
less .that his gratitude, led him after 
the impeachment proceedings to ap- 
pomt;Mr. Evarts attorney general.-

The century plant, which grows wild 


in the desert soil of the southwestern 
states and territories is not the deli- 
"cate thing so carefully tended in north- 
ern conservatory, but a growth of 
splendid proportions and one of the 
most useful of-the vegetable Kingdom. 
In its native state it matures in eight 
or ten years,- but wftea it is culti- 
vated as an •exotic the -blooming: is de- 
layed indefinitely. This gives rise to 
the .belief.that It takes it 100 years, to 
reach perfection; 


It is also celled the 'American aloe. 


Agave Americana, maguey and ruezeal 
plant. •,.Maguey, is the name.most ap- 
plied to it in South America, and in 
Mexico, where it is .called the mezcal, 
large, tracts of land are, devoted to 
its propagation. Being a desert plant, 
it requires little care and the soil 
could hardly i>e put to a more profit- 
able use. It supplies the people food, 
driok, clothing, shelter, medicine, soap, 
needles, thread aad many other things. 
Its thick, pulpy, spine-tipped leaves 
grow to the length of five or six feet, 
and without, a stem. They arc cut in 
slices and fed io the. cattle or roasted 
by the Mexicans for their own eat- j 
ing. 'From the fibers the Aztecs made 
a paper 02 which they did their famous 
picture writing, while from the same 
source TVS get pita fiax. ropes and ham- 
mocks. Its roots furnish a soap called 
amole; from.the center of the flower 
stalk is obtained a substitute for ths 
hone or razor strop; its spongy portion 
is used In place of cork and the dried 
flotrer stems make a rain-proof thatch- 
ing. Certain people believe xlie juice 
to be an antidote for rattlesnake poi- 
son. The spines are used as needles, 
while it is said the Aztecs introduced 
their cruel points into the skin as a 
mode of punishment. 


Year after year the plant stores away 


its juices for the support of Its flowers. 
When it is ready for the final effort 
of its life there rises from the center 
of the great cluster of leaves a long 
shaft,which 
divides and subdivides, 


near the 'top, 
into numerous flower 


branches until it resembles a 
huge 


candelabrum. The rapidity with •which 
this plant grows is hardly credible. It 
increases several inches iii a day; anil 
when it reaches a height of from forty 
to fifty feet and hears 4,000 perfectly-

formed tJlossoms of creamy white, it 
is truly ono of nature's marvels. 


At whatever period this occurs it Is j 


not repeated. After the petals fell and j 
the great seed pods drop their contents ' 
on the sand the lone leaves droop aad 
the plant withers to the- ground. The 
roots may lire to send up new sprouts 
but the old plant has had its day. 


The Agave 
Americana, is perhaps 


best known to the outside world by the 
liquors that are made from its juices. 
A large plant will yield several quarts 
a day. or upward of 200 gallons during 
a season. 
The Juice is diluted with 


water, then allowed to ferment for 
several days, when It somewhat re- 
sembles buttermilk in color and flavor. 
This is pulque, the national beverage 
of the Mexicans, and from it Is distilled 
the famous mezcal. 
Unlike pulque, 


mezcal is a clear, white, fiery liquor, 
and in this state it is not scorned by 
•the -white inen. It has been well de- 
scribed as "a terrific whisky which 
(drives those -who drink it to sheer 
madness;"
